New Orleans, Aug. 24.— A Blue- 
fieldB (Nicaragua) letter to the Aaso- 
datfld PnM,whioh wriTed lait idght, 
■agn: 

Shortly before noon on the 16th a 
most outrageou more on the part of tint 
Kioaragoaua was made. The greater 
part of the troops were to sail at 7 o'clock 
in tha evening on the Yuln, the coasting 
ataamer, and Minister Modriz decided 
to lend with thum thoaa penotu who ho 
thonght were goiltj of firing on the 
Nicaragnan flag. 

Early in tha morning Consul Hatch, 
Ihe Biitisb ropresentanre, waa sent for 
and when he retiponded to the oall he wiis 
placed in a room aa a priaouer. The 
more waa kept very qoiet, and he<wu8 
not allowed to oommnuioate with the 
ontaide. No one knew of tne arrest for 
honra. 

Abont II o'clock, when a Mr. Lamp- 
ton oallfld at the bnilding to secure p«'r- 
mia^on to have certain freight released 
flrom the ccutomhoase, Jie also was 
placed under arrest. Then Mr. Henry 
Brown, an EnKlishnian, culled to as.>5i.-t 
Mr. Lamptou. who in u resident of New 
Orleans, in Kfitiug the freight, when 
he, too, was arrested. 

Their n; xt move waa against Captain 
Cf. li. \ViitUink«, the American who ac- 
cepted tlu' pMsitiun as judge under the 
Mos(iaitn. jll. C. Ingram,.). U. Thomas, 
H. A. Ho.lj,'son, Wahli (tlover, .Juliii 
Kyler and Uei)rf,'c Hodgson, all Mob- 
quito Creoles, were arrested. 

After these men were detained for an 
lioiir or more, the Americans in the 
iieighliorhood were attracted by the 
oigus they nm(ie Irom the wiiiilows. 
The English ollicers stationed on shore 
us usuiu went to the building to learn 
the cause of Hatch's absence, and were 
told they were under arrest. 

Mr. Hatch dropped a paper from the 
side wiiidow telling of his aj-rest and 
the desire of the Spaniards to take him 
and his comp:uiions to Nicaragua. A 
boat was immediately tn'iit to the En- 
glish cruiser and the news distributed 
along the foreign quarter. Consul Zat 
of the United States was notified and 
called on Madrid. The latter said these 
persons were to go to the interior to 
stand trial. He could not get enough 
evidence to convict them now, but he 
wrntV^ thflor were implioated. Consul 
Zat then sent dispatches to the Colum- 
Um, and by 8:90 o'clock the tng was 
ataaming toward the blnff. What the 
chargea are Madria doea not aaj. He 
Jiaa n<rt even informed tha Awwtcana 
nor the English consul. 

The EngUsh conanl ia charged with 
having incited the Jam alcana to riot, 
and bloodahed. The owners of the Yv- 
In, when told of tha arreat, poaitively 
stated that their boat shoold not leave, 
and thoa the only transport which can 
stand the aea ia taken awi^ from them. 
It is, of course, oseleaa for the Nicara- 
guans to caose the arrest, for even 
should Captain Sumner submit to the 
actions of Madriz, the American popu- 
lation would demand and release the in- 
nocent men by force of arms, if neces- 
sary. However, the commander of the 
Columbia is expected before nightfall 
and the English commander also. 

While speaking to (ieneral Lacayo 
just after the news wiut made public, it 
was learned that Madriz had token these 
steps upon his own a<lvice. It was not 
legal to take these men to Mainvgua, 
said Lacayo, and he could show it in 
the laws of - NlcariUfua. Such u move 
on tlie jMU-t of the Nioaraguans, coining 
as it does^after three insults to the Amer- 
ican tla^f, deserves the most severe ac- 
tion, and if ever naval itticers were 
called upon m exert their authority, 
their time has arrived to do so. The 
. American population is greatly excited 
and were it not that they have couli- 
deuce in their country's agents, the 
bullet-riddled buildings would suffer 
another attack, but this time someone 
would be severely hurt. The situaticm 
is serious, for no one feels safe, but it is 
hoped that Nicaragua will be taught a 
leaaon that wdl not bt- forgotten by the 
men on the Mohawk and CViluinbia.

WASHiNOTOif, Ang. 84.— The secre- 
tary of the navy has referred to the con- 
Btmctiou board of bureau chiefs the sub- 

niarine boat iTojert for their opinion as 
to wlu tiier it would be a<lvisal)le to 
build a Vessel of that type when the ne- 
cessity for economy is so urgent, and 
also whether it is tbAir opinion the do- 
sigii approved last September should be 
iK'eeptod, in case they agree to rooom- 
mend the construction af a submarine 
l>oat. A majority of the board have 
practically decided to favor. ilily reconi- 
mend the building of such a boat of the 
Holland typo. 

The design which the bonrd is con- 
sidering and which, with minor inodi- 
fieations, will probably be comniouccd 
tliis autumn, represents three distinct 
types of vessels. It is first a submarine 
boat wanting in nothing that can be 
useful in such a ve.s8el. It can run fnr 
over six horn's completely submerged :.t 
eiglit knots per hour. Its speed and en- 
durance while on the surface of the 
water is IB knots and 18 houi-i^ full 
IMwer run. It can steer on a strai;.^ht 
course while submerged and fortho full 
length of its six hours' submerged run. 

While the vessel ia in the awash con- 
dition it represents a distinctly new type 
of vessel. It is then a protected snb- 
mergible torpedo boat, because its hull 
is then coverad by a depth of three feet 
of water, which is ample protection 
against projectiles. The top of the 
pilot's sighting torret, the only visible 
feature, is of Harveyixed nickel steel 
eight inches thick, and therefore strong 
enough lu withstand the attack of 
rapKi-lire guns without serious injury. 

As a snrf.vee toi'pedo boat, it has t hi; 
gi-eat advantage of exposing practically 
no visil)lo bnli< out of water and of hav- 
ing what is viMl)!e tally protected. It 
also has a heavier torjiedo armament 
than anj' vess{(l of its si/e. Its useful- 
ness in t;itlier one of these caiiaeities is 
in no way affe<;ted or inlvrf- reii with by 
its etfeetiveiU NS in the others.

HujK'rable, is the difliculty of steering, 
as It is inipossihli' to see for any ooDsid- 
eraljl(3 di.itance under wat.T.

CmcAQO, Aug. 24.— -Three Chinese 
sat in a cell of the Harrison Street police 

station meditating on death. Tluy 
were Mock Coon, Mock Shon and Luni 
bick Hop. Only a few weeks ago tlieso 
three men were m China, .soldiers in a 
militia branch of the milit-ury .sei^'ice. 

Then multenngs of war with Japan 
were heard. Mock Ction, Mwk Hhon 
and Lum Bick Hop had no liking for 
war, so they left China and lauded at 
Vancouver, B. C. The United States 
was their mecca, but federal otticers 
caught them when they crossed the 
line at Plattsburg, N. Y., in defiance of 
the Chinese exclusion act. 

These tbree deserters from the Chi- 
nese army came to Chicago yesterday 
morning in charge of a deputy United 
States marshal. He is taking them to 
Port Townseud, Wash., wlieuce they 
will be shipped back to China. As de- 
serters death will be thair portion when 
they arrive in China.

Coi.i Miii s, O., Aug. 24.— Food Com- 
missioner McNeol has discovered in the 
local markets an article intended for use 
in making fraudulent whisky. The 
particular sample he has secured is put 
up by a New York firm, and is lab<'led 
"prune juice." Upon the %vra!)per is 
ul.>o a ^tateInent that the contents 
(about two pints) is sufiicient to make 
iive gallons of whisky. 

Further directions 8tat<> that tliis 
"prune juice, ' with about .")0 cents 
worth of alcohol (it need not be the best 
by any means), shoula be added to 
iibcnit five gallons of water. The re- 
sultant mixture is ready to be sold ftv 
whisky. 

Dr. .1. A. Stcrritt, who is in charge of 
this branch of the work, followed mroc- 
tions with the sample and succeeded in 
making a buttleful of what would read- 
ily pass for whisky of fair quality any- 
where. Several persons who were 
asked to taate it pronounced it whisky, 
but two of them said, after being in- 
formed of its real character, that thev 
could detect a alight tasted Tarnish 
in it. 

It is not known what the mixture 
really is, but it is certainly not prune 
juice, as it purports to be. The depart- 
ment ^vill know what it is, as soon as 
the chemist can make an analysis of it. 
It is an adult«ration, no doubt, and as 
such illegal u-ider the Ohio laws. There 
is a question, too, whether it is not a 
violation of the federal revenue laws to 
nial:e such whiskv and sell it without 
paying the government ta.\ n\)t<n it. 
Tile alcohol fun in it iu>uri s that the 
bogus \vhi>ky will make o le <lrunk just 
the saiii'- as the regular •lni\. 

l)r. .-Jterr'tt gives it as his opinion 
that this kind of whisky can be made 
for about 10 cents a gallon, so th it 1h'- 
ing allowed to put it on tlie niarki t 
without paying the government license 
is ab(uit as fjood a thing as being al- 
lowed to run a iiioon>iiiiie distiliery 
without (li.>t url>an( e. As .soon as it he- 
come> geiivr.iily known that sudi an 
irticl'< is o)i tlie market, the proprietor 
will be apt ',o tind the state and national 
govornmeiitK aft^iv him. 

FROUBLE IN THE CHOC TAW NATION. 

'Jhat Country la Now Threatened With a 
Civil War. 

Dallas, Aug. 24.— -A special to The 

News from Paris, Tex., says trouble 
has ,i::,iin broken out in the Choctaw 
nation .uul tli.it emu. try is tlireatene.l 
with a eivi! war. This tiiii'' th.' trouMe 
is between tlu' .idherents of Dick Lock 
in the uniileasantness of la>t yi'ar, who 
have divided into tactions. 

Recently a number of Mufia„'e- h.iv<- 
Ix en committed in ('edar < ount v. .lack 
son Lilly, deputy slu ritf of < edar coun- 
ty, organized a po,,.se to .irrest 'le 
otfeiiilers. They went to(ie<n-ge liuld- 
win's, where they found Baldwin 
asleep. He was taken into the yard, 
where eac-h of the men in the posse fired 
his Winchester into the prisoner re- 
peatedly, mutilating him beyond recog- 
nition. 

This deed was committed in the pres- 
ence of Baldwin's father, mother and 
Bister. Qearge Davenport and two oth- 
ers were arrested and put in chaii s and 
taken to Sulphtir Springe, where they 
are to be held for trial 

The friends of Baldwin and the pris- 
oners are organising to go to their 
rescue and a bloody nmle is anticipated. 
Others who are wanted by the Cedar 
county anthorities are at Antlers with a 
number of fHends. They are well 
armed and declare they wul not sur- 
render. 

PREPARING FOR TH E KNIGHTS. 

Washington WUl Rojralljr Weleomo the 
Knlghta of Pythlaa. 

Washinuton, Aug. 24. — Not since 
the Grand Army eucainpinent of Ib'JJ 
has Washington made such prepara- 
tions for honoring visiting organizations 
as are now being made for the recep- 
tion of the Knights of Pythias, whose 
encampment will begin here nest Moiv 
day. 

Over on the Washington monument 
grounds, south of the White House, 
1.700 tents for the visitors are in course 
of erection. The camp wrill be named 
in honor of Oeoige Washington. Dec- 
oration of buildings along the roots of 
the great psrade hiM already begun, and 
visitors are arriving in large numbers. 

Qeneral Camahan, the oomnutnder of 
the uniform rank, estimates that 10,000 
Pythians will partidpate in the celebra- 
tion, and accommodations have been 
made for that number. One feature of 
the encampment will be the marching 
and counter-marching of the Pythian 
companies on Pennsylvania avenue dur- 
ing the parade. 

This is made possible by the ample 
width of the avenue. Everything points 
to this as the greatest encampment in 
the history of the Pythian order, and 
both the federal and local authorities 
liave (ro-operated with the committees 
on anaugements, to attain that end. 

Women Hava Thalr Own War. 

Graxd Forks, N. D., Aug. S4.— At 
tomey Qeneral Standish states that 
"Any woman having the qnalifloation 
that would entitle her to voteU she 
were a man, will be entitled to vote for 
sup«<rintendent of public instruction in 
this state at the forthcoming state elec- 
tion, ' ' and advised cotmty auditors and 
sheriflfs to provide in each preoiuct 
cheaply constructed separate boxes to 
receive their votes. Wnsie these boxes 
are not provided the Jud^ of elections 
have authority to provide such Ihjxcs. 
They have no right to debar the women 
from voting, nor to refuse their ballots 
where the women are eligible.

St. John of the Rock Island railroad 
was called before the strike o()mmi<«sion- 
ers yesterdav. Mr. St. .Tohn ha I pre- 
pared a histoiy of the strike as it atl'ect- 
ed his ro id .oicl r. a 1 to th e > iini!s<ioii- 
ers a detailed account of the troubles. 
When he had finished he waa asked if 
his company blacklisted men. 

"Not in the sense that the word is 
generally understood," said the witness. 
"When a man is discharged from our 
divisions we semi a statement to our 
other divisioi!s, th, if he may not ee re- 
employed, but no Mi' li >tat 11. ' Mt i- >ent 
to other roads unless ii is leijuested." 

"Can you show us a eojiy of your con- 
tract with the Pullman , .• !»'iy?" 
asked (Commissioner Kernan 

"I can show you the coir eu 
will regard it as a private mat j do 
not wish to have it pubhshc . in the 
newspapers." 

This proposition was refused and Mr. 
St. John was asked if the eontraet com- 
pelled his company to haul Pullman 
cars on all passenger trains. 

"No," was the answer. "We can 
haul Pullmans on any trains we choose 
and need not haul them unless we 
wish." 

"Then you were not compelled to 
haul Pullmans during the strike ?" 

"No, we were not. 

Mr. St. John was asked as to the 
number of strikers that had been taken 
back by his company. 

"Most of our men," he said, "quit 
work through fear, but of the SSS so- 
tual strikers only 74 have been taken 
back." 

The witness said that their relations 
to labor unions were regulated by the 
number of men on their lines belonging 

to the unions. 

"Wlien a union has .')0 per cent or 
more of our men," he said, "wo as a 
general thing treat with its representa- 
tives. We had no dealings with the 
Anu rican Railway union, as it had leas 
tlian .')<)<) of our emphiyes." 

"Did your road cut wages last sjiring 
or this summer asked Coiiimis.- loner 
Wrignt. 

"No, sir. We cnt our force, but not 
wages." 

"Has your road advani'cd wages with- 
in the last 10 years?" 

"Yes, we have frequentlj- made indi- 
\idual advances, but no general in* 
crease tliaf 1 remember of." 

"How much did the Strike oost the 

KtKik Island road?" 

"I ean not give e.xact figures without 
reference to (lata, but I should say that 
the strike cost our road between $800,* 
000 and ifl .oo'i.ooo. " 

Mr. St. John emphatically denicfl the 
statei^ent that United States marshals 
used during the riots w«e ooDtrolled iQr 
the railroads. 

In the afternoon Mr. St. John gave a 
history of the formation of the (ieneral 
Managers' ass(»ciation which he denied 
had its inception from any desire to re- 
duce the w:igcs of the men. He said 
further: "The schedule of wages we 
have compiled seems to have been mis- 
understood. It is a tabulation of rail- 
road wages all over the country. It was 
impossible to have anything like 
equality of wages for the same ctass of 
service without some such tabulation. 
It had nothing to do with on intended 
reduction of wages and vnM not followed 
by reductions. Two or three Ot the 
southern lines found they were paying 
wages considerably in excess of wages 
pain by their competitors and naturulgr 
reduced them to an eauality. 

"I do not say that tnere will not be a 
reduction of wages and a revision of the 
schedule tax. "The Book Island so far 
has made ita economies in the reducti jn 
of force and the shortening of working 
hours. I fear very much, however* 
that unless a change come in the sitoa- 
tion something wiU have to be done. I 
speak of the company's financial affairs 
with the greatest reluctance in public, 
but its earnings have suffered a de- 
crease of f8'X),000 in three months, and 
some metliod will have to be devised of 
changing that result. Some of the com* 
panies have had their eaminga deoMMW 
at the rate of 1500,000 a montn." 

Mr. St. John, in answer to aquestioii. 
said the story that Qeneral Miles bM 
called at association headgnarltll WSS 
positively absurd. 

Ci^ue.stioned as to the bt'st remedy for 
strikes, he said he had no suggestions to 
make, although he had given the mat- 
ter much thought. That a way would 
eventually be found, lir hnnly believed, 
but he could not form an idea now as to 
what that way will l)e. 

Mr. Kernan asked the witness if ho 
did not believe a systeni of government 
hcense applied to railroad employes 
would lie a giKxl thing. 

Mr. St. Joliii said he thonght the plan 
ha<l merit if it could he kept out of pol- 
itics. The govt^rnment might establish 
the system on some o( 1« iwhsliHaart 
roads and try it. 

The commission then adjourned.

Henry Clews, the New York banker 
and financier, in bis la.-^t weekly letter on 
thelinsiiiessoutlook says; "Wall street is 
inKniestiniiaMy the pulse of the ((nintry, 
ami as a pat ient s pulse indicates his con/ 
ilition, so will the security market here 
rellect the convalescing condition in 
mnnitfacturinir and commercial circles 
which will prevail thronffhont the coun- 
try from now on. Knrope ha>^ aliea<ly 
perceived the bri^ihteiiinu linancial skies 
here, and has been (jiiick to rci'o^ruize 
the advisability ofaccumlatin^; American 
railroad properties while it can be done 
at low figures. Kacli day brink's fresh 
buyingorders from abroad, and fi )reii.'iiera 
are tfetting as anxious to hold our secur- 
ities now as they w<'re to let tiiem go a 
while back. Added to this, the absorp- 
tion ol bonds and stocks which are now 
looked upon ns unreasonably low con- 
tinues: that is. tliey are being bought 
and taken ont of tlie market entirely. 
The long^ntitiued 'bear' markets have 
shaken out weak holders, and securities 
in general are getting into strong hands. 

"That the railroads of the United 
States are in a better position to recup- 
erate rapidly than they were a year ago 
there can l)e no doubt. The long period 
of depression has necessitated tbecntting 
down of expenses wherever and when- 
ever it was ]>os8ible. It has taught rail- 
road managers how to econoinize and 
forced ttiem to do business on a cheaper 
basis than ever before ; so that increases 
in tratlic are likely to show much larjrer 
net returns, owing to the low basis of 
ojieratin^; expenses. For a while also 
there is n<it likely to be manv new ex- 
tensioiLs to old mails projected, as at 
present there is little incentive for any- 
tliiuK of the kind, and there will not be 
until the business of tlu^ I'nited .states 
gets back to its old ma^'nitude. The 
corn crop has been less an element of 
fear in connection with the (irantjer roads 
this week. There has been considerable 
rain in the com belt, and tbouKh the 
Government crop report issued on the 
10th indicates a deterioration in condi- 
tion eufhcient to reduce the general yield 
to something under 1,500,000,000 Ijush- 
els. the impression prevails tbatthe worst 
of the damage is now known, and that 
there is no further reason for 'bearing' 
the stocks of the corn-carrying roads. 

"The way should now be clear for a 
new departure based upon a rock founda- 
tion ; a condition which could only have 
1 >cen accomplished by rigid economy and 
thorough liquidation. The attitude for 
verybody to take now is on the building 
up side, which carries with it cheerful- 
:u 3S, liopi fulnesa and proiil to all who 
put their shoulders to the wheel and 
take hold with a vim. We can not do 
better than point ont the wisdom of our 
iulvice oi ten days a>;o to the ell'ect that 
the stock market would be governed by 
what is ahead, and not by what has 
passed , that the old condition of stagna- 
tion aiui dejuession is lajtidly beiii;.' lost 
siu'ht of, and that e\ery one is looking 
forward to what may be expected to i«re- 
vail six months iroiii now and tliereatter. 
I?y that time railroad earnings will have 
returned to a normal condition, which 
means more than it ditl under the old 
situation, owing to the jirunin^; pro( ess 
which the roads have all underi.'one. 
The thing to do i- to discount a general 
improvement in the future ; and we still 
recommend buying stocks for higher 
prices. The reactions which will occur 
occasionally will afford excellent oppor- 
tunitiei for getting in at good flgurec."
